ton Koo. Chinese delegate to the 
League of Nations, today asked the 
league council to apply provisions 
of the covenant in giving China aid 
against Japan. 


He cited two resolutions, one by 


the league assembly 
last October 


and another by the council in Feb- 
ruary, which recommended that 
league members consider individual 
aid to China. 


"With one exception," he said, 


none o£ the league members had 
come to China's aid. He did not 
name the country which had sup- 
plied the help, but it was believed 
he referred to soviet Kussia. 


"China expects to receive from 


other members of the league mate- 
rial aid and effective cooperation in 
restraining the 
forces of aggres- 


sion," he declared. 


"Such aid and cooperation is more 


urgent because it will hasten the 
termination of hostilities and insure 
the defeat of the forces of disorder 
and violence. . . . 


Would End Aggression 


"By such action, Japanese aggres- 


sion with all its horrors,, and cruel- 
ty may effectively be brought to an 
early end and the principles of the 
league, indispensable for the estab- 
lishment of durable peace in the 
world, may be fully vindicated." 


Earlier British Foreign Secretary 


Viscount Halifax told the league 
council the recent Anglo-Italian 
agreement was a contribution to 
world peace, thereby aiding the 
cause for which the league was 
built 


The tall Briton was followed by 


France's foreign minister, Georges 
Bonnet, who echoed his words in 
defending the French-Italian agree- 
ment which still is under negotia- 
tion. 


Roosevelt Statement 


Among the facts Halifax cited in 


defense of the agreement was Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's statement on the 
subject which the British foreign- 
secretary said was "peculiarly grat- 
ifying to his majesty's government." 


(President Roosevelt said April 


19 that the United Slates govern- 
ment viewed conclusion of 
the 


agreement "with sympathetic inter- 
est because it is proof of the value 
of peaceful negotiations.") 


Spokesmen for China and govern- 


ment Spain, both realists who rec- 
ognize the futility of seeking league 
aid in their wars, used the league 
council as a sounding board for 
their causes. 


Dr. Koo, one of the four council 


members who refused yesterday to 
approve the Anglo-French plea for 
freedom to recognize Italy's con- 
quest 
of Ethiopia, 'charged that 


Japan was using poison gas in the 
Far Eastern war. 


Charges Aid to Insurgents 


The Spanish government delegate, 


Julio Alvarez del Vayo, bitter over 
the recent Anglo-Italian agreement 
and 
French-Italian 
negotiations, 


talked of Italian and German aid to 
the insurgents in Spain's civil war. 


At 
yesterday's 
secret 
session, 


Great Britain and France won as- 
surances they would be freed of the 
league obligation not to recognize 
Italy's conquest of the African em- 
pire. League members were pledged 
against recognizing the fruits of ag- 
gression but France and Britain, as 
a part of their wooing of Italian 
friendship, have undertaken to have 
the ban lifted.

revenue. 


Now, had Mr. Roosevelt adopted the 


policy he actually promised on his soul of 
honor to the American people, that of 
economy, and followed it up by an actual 
limitation of the amount of wealth any 
person may have, we would have avoided 
the ludicrous situation we face today and 
have entered safely through the portals 
of an Abundant Life as measured by one's 
own earnings but with the clear and nat- 
ural opportunity to earn on every hand. 


But as things are it would be smart 


for the national government to take, in- 
surance out on the lives of these big- 
salaried men.

Minimum Pay Law 
Would Hurt Small 
Businesses Most 


Measure Won't Give Uni- 
formity From Economic 
Standpoint, Lawrence Says

long been advocated, experience 
with state legislation has "been limit-

President Roosevelt has said that 


state minimum wage laws were not 
enough and that it was unfair to 
allow one state to attract factories 
and plants from other states which 
imposed minimum wage laws and 
that there was no other way to pre- 
vent this except by a federal law. 


Mr. Roosevelt's purpose, namely 


to achieve uniformity, is correct 
from the angle of stopping discrim- 
ination as between states, but uni- 
formity from 
an economic stand- 


point is something else again. Thus, 
living costs in one region 
differ 


from those in another region. Also 
the type of work done by colored 
labor in the south differs from the 
type done by white workers in oth- 
er sections of the country, and liv- 
ing standards differ. 


Apply Uniformly 


Yet a federal law would have to 


be applied uniformly, 
and even 


though there is talk of a differen- 
tial in the law granting one section 
of the country lower rates than an- 
other, it is difficult to see how this 
would be upheld in the 
federal 


courts. Certainly, northern manu- 
facturers would 
carry to the su- 


preme court the contention that the 
constitution of the United States 
does not permit discrimination in 
favor of any one section as against 
another and that all citizens are en- 
titled to the equal protection of the 
law.

The fate of the proposed measure 


lies in the hands of the senate 
where a filibuster by southern sen- 
ators can block passage.

islation is attracting nationwide at- 
tention only in the minimum wage 
feature, when, as a matter of fact 
the most important step to be taken 
is that which relates to maximum 
hours.

What they overlook is that, il 
either the

Heretofore, this has been a matter 
of negotiations with unions, or it 
has not been covered at all, being 
left to the individual situation as it 
arose. 


When the congress begins, how- 


ever, to take jurisdiction of over- 
time pay, political pressure from 
variouSj-groups ran arise in the fu- 
ture to increase the rate for over- 
time pay or to shorten the work 
week, which, in most instances, is 
but another way to increase labor 
expense.

Cameras have been made, how- 


ever, which can photograph a bul- 
let in flight Time and again bullets 
have been "snapped" after they left 
the pistol or rifle from which they 
were fired.

It had been used in shootmg a 
banker. The next day, he told the 
chief:

The gun had a six-groove, 
right-twist spiral, with a pitch of 
nine and a half inches. The gun 
was made by Nicholas Pieper of 
Liege, Belgium. 


"Made in Belgium!" 
exclaimed 


the police chief. "I have suspected a 
Belgian artist all along!" 


That is just one/ of many cases in 


which bullets have been traced to 
guns from which they were fired. 
Facts in vast numbers have been 
gathered about pistols, rifles and 
other weapons, and they help ex- 
perts to learn where bullets came 
from. 


After the owner of a death weap-

is gained from the fact that it can 
go through a soap bubble before 
the bubble has time to burst. 


Men have used bullets to give 


them mastery over fierce wild 
beasts of forest and jungle, and I 
am sorry to say bullets also have 
been used for bad purposes. A per- 
son who fires a bullet should know 
where it is going. On a hunting 
trip, he should make sure that if it 
misses the animal he is aiming at, 
it will not strike a human being. 


The terrible thing called "mur- 


der" is carried out, sometimes, with 
a bullet. The gift of life is taken 
from one person by another, who 
perhaps plans the deed far in ad- 
vance.

That is the question officers of 


the law sometimes must answer. 
They are helped by a strange and 
interesting fact — a bullet which 
passes through a gun barrel writes 
a story of its own.

courtroom that gun experts really 
know their business. A farmer in

Waite went to the governor and 
asked to be allowed to go into the 
case. After careful tests, he proved 
that the farmer's gun had not fired 
the bullet, and the farmer was par- 
doned.

"Charlie is going to be left back again, and his teacher says it is be- 


cause he is inattentive. She calls on him and he doesn't know the ques- 
tion; he doesn't keep the place in reading; never knows or cares what 
is going on. I've punished him every way I know how. What can be 
done with him to make him pay attention?" 


You cannot make anybody pay attention. That is a personal matter. 


Only the one concerned can turn his mind and fix it to the point of at- 
tention. Attending is a mental process stimulated into action by some- 
thing that attracts the mind's interest. One attends to what one is inter- 
ested in. How can we interest a child in what docs not interest him, such 
as school lessons? Certainly punishment will never do it. 


All children are not attracted by the same things. Some respond im- 


mediately to a story of any kind; some will respond only to a story that 
tells of their particular love—dogs, the sea, heroic action, inventions. 
Touch the idea to vhich the child's mind responds and he sticks to il 
like a leech. But how to find what attracts thc markedly inattentive 
school child is a problem. 


Perhaps he has not the ability to attend to any idea. That ought lo be 


looked into first. Is he mentally 
healthy? Is he physically fit? Are 
you certain that he has no major 
sense-defects 
such 
as

icaring and poor eyesight? What 
docs the doctor say about his nutri- 


tion? You cannot judge of a child's 
nutrition by the amount of food he 
cats. The doctor has to investigate.

Give the inattentive child a 
thorough examination; repeat it ev- 
ery three months or so until you 
are fairly assured that there is no 
need for the doctor's care. 


Is the child fatigued? 
A, tired 


child cannot attend to anything for 
longer than a few minutes, two or 
three at the most. Fatigue may be 
caused by lack of sleep, overwork, 
bad health, fear, defective vision 
or hearing. Test the inattentive 
child for fatigue and if it is found 
to any degree above normal, rest 
the child even though he has to 
be taken out of school. 


Is he properly graded? Nothing 


is harder for a conscientious teach- 
er to accept than the promotion of 
an inattentive, disorderly child. 
"How can I promote him when he 
is such an indifferent pupil and I 
have others who are doing their 
very best and cannot make the 
next grade? It would be unjust to 
the rest of the class." 


That is not the basis for grading 


children. We put them in grades in 
order to give them association with 
their own groups, and allow them 
to stimulate each other into greater 
activity and consequently into fast- 
er, richer growth, and for the con- 
venience and economy of adminis- 
tration. This latter is the least im- 
portant. The growth of the child is 
what counts first, and always. If 
the inattentive one is found able to 
carry the work of the next grade 
send him up. If he is -found unable 
to do the work of his present grade, 
try him in the lower one only if 
his mental age suggests it. What- 
ever is done with him and for him 
must be done in the spirit of help- 
fulness which will win his coopera- 
tion.

The Federal Housing Administra- 


tion was established to "place home 
ownership on a simplified basis and 
make it no more difficult than pay- 
ins rent," A. G. Schmedeman, state 
FHA head and former Wisconsin 
governor, said at a meeting of per- 
sons interested in obtaining loans 
and those in a position to make 
them last night at the courthouse. 


The FHA—which insures loans 


both lor remodeling 
homes and 


building new ones—aids both the 
borrower and lender, Schmedeman 
said. The agency "analyzes the se- 
security from all points of view so 
that the lender knows it is good," 
he said, and provides the "average 
head of the family with the tech- 
nical knowledge which he needs to 
know in constructing a home." 


There is a shortage of homes in 


Appleton "like in so many Wiscon- 
sin cities," Schmedeman said in an- 
nouncing that the state FHA had 
chosen this city as the location for 
its Fox river valley office. 


Introduced by Balliet 


He was introduced by Postmaster 


Stephen Balliet who related results 
of a survey made by the postal de- 
partment last fall which revealed 
that less than one-half of one per 
cent of the living units in the city 
are unoccupied. 


VT. W. Gates, chief underwriter at 


the Milwaukee office of the FHA, 
told the crowd that in making new 
amendments to the act. Congress 
"had in mind lower cost housing." 


The new amendments provide for 


insurance up to 90 per cent of the 
appraised value of homes built at 
a cost of not more than $6,000, Gates 
said.

New Star Believed 


Nearest to Earth 


Williams Bay, Wis. —<f7>— A star 


new to the astronomical 
charts 


claimed attention today because it 
may be the nearest one to the earth. 


The star's existence was disclos- 


ed by spectra obtained by Prof. G. 
P. Kuiper of the University of Chi- 
cago's Yerkes observatory here. 


It has been designated Wolf 424 


and is of the twelfth visual mag- 
nitude. 


Dr. Otto Struve, observatory di- 


rector, said Alpha Centuari hereto- 
fore has been the nearest star 
known. It is about 4 1-3 light years, 
or more than 25 trillion miles, 
away. 


The probable distance of Wolf 


424 was computed at 3.7 light years 
less than that of Alpha Centauri. 
Thus, according to the layman's cal- 
culations, the new star would be
